WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP)— | 
The Senate voted a peacetime | 


record $46,848,292,000 today for 
defense. 

The rollcall vote was 85 to 0. 

The huge appropriation bill 
embraces President Kennedy’s 
recent urgent request for nearly 
$3,500,000,000 to expand 
equip the nation’s conventional 
fighting forces. 


It includes nearly a_ billion 


dollars that Mr. Kennedy did not 
ask—and may not spend—to con- 
tinue production and develop- 
ment of jet bombers. 


The bill now goes back to the 
House for consideration of Sen- 
ate increases of more than four 
billions. 


The House had approved the 
annual defense appropriations 
bill June 28, well ahead of the 
mounting crisis over Berlin and 
before Mr. Kennedy's appeals 
Jast week to the nation and the 
Congress to toughen the combat 
forces. 

The money is for the Govern- 
ment fiscal year which began 
July 1. | 


Bomber Program. 


Biggest Senate addition to the | 


House bill was $525,000,000 to 
maintain -production of heavy 
long-range jet bombers, the 
latest model of the B-52. 

It also earmarked $448,000,000 
to press development of the 
huge jet B-70, designed to fly 


three times the .speed of sound | 
and be an eventual successor to | 


the B-52. 

The Administration, 
Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara, had asked for only 
$220,000,000 to continue research 
and development of the B-70 as 
an experimental aircraft. 

McNamara said no additional 
production of B-52 or other pres- 
ent bombers was needed because 
past funds would maintain de- 
liveries through next fall. 

The House had voted $448,000,- 
000 for both B-70 development 
and additional bomber produc- 
tion. 


Drill Cuthack Rejected. 


Both the Senate and House 
rejected earlier Administration 
requests for a 10 per cent cut- 
back in the 400,000 Army Na- 
tional Guardsmen and 300,000 
Army Reserves on drill pay 
status. 

The Senate, however, added 
several million dollars above the 
House increases for equipment 
and maintenance of reservists of 
all forces. 

Another new Senate item was 
$207,600,000 for civil defense 
activities recently shifted to the 
Defense Department by presi- 
dential order. The President 
asked for these funds.

PARIS, Aug. 4 (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk arrived 
in Paris today to lay the ground- 
work for negotiations with the 
Soviet Union on West Berlin and 
Germany. 

Rusk told reporters at the air- 
port that the Western Big Three 
are in Berlin by their rights won 
in World War II. 


He pointed out that Western 
occupation arrangements in Ber- 
lin also governed the Allied with- 
drawal from East Germany after 
the war.

“If the Soviet Union is dis- 
turbed over West Germany, it 
should not forget that West Ger- 
many began arming only after 
East Germany did so. NATO 
| was born in direct response to

| ope.” 

To Meet With NATO Council. 

The meetings of the Western 
foreign ministers will continue 
through Monday. On Tuesday 
the ministers will meet with the 
full permanent council of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 

On Wednesday Rusk will con- 
fer with United States ambas- 
sadors who have been summoned 
to Paris from both sides of the

HOMES. REDUCED 


Federal Home Loan 
Bank Also Extends 
Repayment Time to 


30 Years. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (UPI) 


—TIhe Government took meas- 


ures today to make it easier to 
buy single-family houses priced 
above $20,000. 

The Federal Home Loan Bank 
board adopted a new regulation 
lowering minimum cash down 
payments which federally char- 
tered savings and loan associa- 
tions must require. The regula- 
tion also extends from 25 to 30 
years the maximum repayment 
period. 

The board said that associa- 
tions may lend up to 90 per cent 
of the first $25,000 of the price 
of a house and up to 80 per cent 
of the value in excess of $25,000. 
The maximum for any loan is 
$26,500. 

Previously the 90 per cent ratio 
applied up to $20,000 and the 
maximum loan was $22,000. 

The board said the change 
would reduce the required down 
payment on a $30,000 house from 
$8000 to $3500. 

On a $25,000 home, a buyer 
can now borrow $22,500 instead 
of $22,000. Assuming the inter- 
est rate is 544 per cent, 30-year 
repayment can be made at 
$127.76 a month. Payments un- 
der a 25-year plan would be 
$135.21.

Fields Testifies at 


Hearing on Applica- 
tion to Re-establish

Cahokia. 


Parks Airport in Cahokia is 
the most logical site for develop- 
ment as a badly needed second- | 
ery airport on the East Side, 
Mayor Alvin G. Fields of East | 
St. Louis said today. 

Fields testified at an Illinois 
Department of Aeronautics hear- 
ing on an application by the | 
Southwest Civic Memorial Air- 
port Association for a certificate 
to reopen Parks. The hearing, in 
its second day, was in the St. 
Clair county courthouse in Belle- 
ville. 

Since Parks already is in ex- 
istence, it would provide the 
most logical answer to the air- 
port need. Fields said. He said 
he has served on numerous com- 
mittees looking into airport sites 
on the East Side. If Parks is 
not reopened, the groups will 
continue their search, he added. 

Under vigorous cross-examina- 
tion by John R. Sprague, attor- 
ney for the village of Cahokia, 
Fields said he had no knowledge 
of safety factors involved in op- 
eration of an airport. 

Asked what other sites had 
been explored for airport devel- 
opment, Fields listed the Horse- 
shoe Lake area in St. Clair and 
Madison counties, a site on Col- 
linsville road northeast of East 
St. Louis and a site on Forest 
boulevard in Canteen township. 

In testimony yesterday, Frank 
A. Kirk of Carbondale, regional! 
director of the Southern Illinois 
division of industrial planning 
and development, said existence 
of a secondary airport is an im- 
portant consideration for attract- 
ing industries to an area. 

Other Speakers. 

Others who testified yesterday 
were Eugene C. Dorsey, general 
manager of the Evening and Sun- 
day Journal; the Rev. John C 
Choppesky S.J., acting dean of 
Parks Air College of St. Louis 
University; Robert C. Phipps, 
chief pilot and director o 
grounds crew at Parks College; 
Joseph Vatterott, St. Louis build- 
er; Howard Bowman, an attorney 
representing the Cahokia School 
District; Jack Meyer, Richard 
Schnase and Miss Lel& Kobusch, | 
residents of the St. Louis Gar- 
dens subdivision on the “site of ; 
the old Parks Airport; Mark A. | 
Cooper, flight safety supervisor | 
for the aeronautical department, 
and Richard H. Amberg, Globe- 
Democrat publisher. 

Kirk testified that he had made 
no studies of the best location 
for a secondary airport on the 
East Side, and therefore would 
not comment on the Parks fa- 
cilities specifically. 

Father Choppesky said the air- 
port was about a mile and a half 
fzom Parks College and stated 
there had been no accidents 
within the area involving prop- 
erty damage, personal injury or 
loss ef life since World War II. 
He and Phipps testified that the 
populafn of Cahokia had in- 
creased ftom about 700 to more 
than 15,000 tn the last eight years 
with the largest growth occur- | 
ring when Parks Airport was in 
operation. 

Vatterott was -called as a wit- 
ness but his testimony was 
blocked. Howard J. Baker, pres- | 
ident of the East St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce and representa- | 
tive of the Southwest Civic 
Memorial Airport Association, 
stated that Vatterott’s testimony 
would, have shown that the value 
of property near an airport did 
not decrease. This was over- 
ruled on the grounds that the ob- 
jectors had not injected the sub- 
ject into the hearing. 

Residents Do Not Object. 

The St. Louis Gardens resi- 
dents said they would have no 
objections to reopening of the 
airport as an _  executive-type 
field. They said they believed 
the nearness of the airport would | 
not imperil their lives nor would 
it be a detriment to the general 
welfare of the community. 

Bowman presented statistics 
on the anticipated enrollment of 
11 Cahokia schools and the esti- | 
mated distances of the schools 
from the airport.

Dollar volume of department 
Store sales in the St. Louis area 
last week was 5 per cent less 
than in the corresponding week 
of 1960, the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis reported to- 
day. 

In the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District, which includes St. Louis 
and extends into seven states, 
department store sales last week 
were unchanged from volume in 
the similar week last year. In 
the United States, sales were up

Saturday, sales were down 3 per 
cent in the St. Louis area, un- 
changed im the Eighth District 
and up 3 per cent in the nation 
from volumes in the comparable 
weeks last year. — 

For the year to date, sales 
have been less than in the cor- 
responding period last year by 
2 per cent in the St. Louis area 
and by | per cent in the Eighth 
District. In the United States, 
volume for the year to date is 
1 per cent higher than in the 
similar period last year.

Some of Harrell’s followers re- 
sisted, but most of them obeyed 
the officers and gave up their 
arms. Harrell's son, Todd, 15, 
had armed himseif with a rifle 
and extra ammunition. He was 
overpowered and disarmed. 

Mrs. Betty Harrell, wife of the 
cult leader, and his mother,’Mrs 
Natalia Harrell, who were not 
arrested, came to East St. Louis 
for the arraignment. They told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter some 
women and children, living on 
the estate, ‘‘were pushed around”’ 
by the raiders and some win- 
dows were broken. 


Mrs. Betty Harrell said they 
kept an arsenal at the mansion 
because of harassment from 
townspeople and others. 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the FBI, gave direct authority 
for the raid after appeals to 
Davis to surrender last night re- 
mained unanswered. Hoover and 
acting United States Attorney 
General Byron White declared 
that Harrell and his followers 
were in a state of armed in- 
surrection against the United 
States 

Hoover's headquarters in 
Washington said Harrell previ- 
ously had told agents that he 
realized he was defying the au- 
thority of the United States Gov- 
ernment. He said he had re-

Harrell, 39, was an unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the Republican 
nomination for the United States 
Senate in 1960. He was a World 
War Il pilot, and now is a suc. 
cessful business man. He owns 
patents on a low-cost method of 
constructing mausoleums, oper 
ates a construction company and 
owns farm and city property and 
producing oil wells 

Last April he and two of his 
followers were convicted © of 
keeping their children from at- 
tending public schools. The chil- 
dren attended an anti-Commu- 
nist school Harrell founded on 
his estate. The state said teach- 
ers of the schoo’ were unquali- 
fied. 

Harrell appealed the case to 
the State Supreme Court 

He has claimed he is surround- 
ed by Communists. He also said 
he was a victim of cancer and 
was cured by a miracle.

NO) TAX: RISE NEEDED 
HOW, RS CHEF SAYS 


| Despite the Government's in- 
‘creased fiscal needs, Commis- 
| sioner of Internal Revenue Mor- 
\timer M. Caplin said here today, 
he believes there is no necessity 
for an increase now in federal 
income taxes paid by individuals. 

He reported that proposed re- 
ductions in business taxes may 
have to be postponed because of 
the Berlin crisis, however. Such 
tax cutbacks do not appear pos- 
sible now, he explained, because 
of international tensions. 

Caplin, who is in St. Louis to 
address convention sessions of 
the American Bar Association on 
tax administration, was inter- 
viewed while visiting the Intern- 
al Revenue service office at the 
Federal Ruilding. 

He said his agency, a division 
of the Treasury Department, has 
asked Congress for a substan- 
tial increase in workers to step 
up its audits of federal income 
tax returns. He said the service 
wamts to do this to determine 
the reasons for non-compliance 
with federal income tax laws. 

Caplin reported the Govern- 
ment now collects more than 
90 billion dollars annually from

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Intelligence Setup Reorganized, 


CIA Relieved of Responsibility 
For Covert Military Operations 


Separate Agency 


to Be Established 


in Defense Department for This Pur- 
pose — Aim Is Greater Unity and 
Better Collection of Information.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. 


CHANGES IN INTELLIGENCE organization and responsibil- 
ity, the Post-Dispatch learned today, will remove from the Central 
Intelligence Agency the responsibility for large covert operations, 
such as the invasion of Cuba by Cuban refugees. 


Future operations of this size and nature, if any 


, will become 


the responsibility of the Defense Department. 


$ decision has been made 
because the Defense Department 
has the staff and organization 
to plan, prepare and conduct 
such operations, while the CIA 
is not organized for such pur- 
poses. 

A decision of a different na- 
ture, to unify the intelligence 
functions of the Defense Depart- 
ment into a Defense Intelligence 
Agency was announced Wednes- 
day by Deputy Secretary of De- 
fense Roswell L. Gilpatric. 


This agency will not take over 
any of the intelligence functions 
of the CIA. Rather, it will as- 
sume the responsibilities of most 
of the operations of the intelli- 
gence services of the three mili- 
tary departments. 


The DIA will report through 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff to the 
Secretary of Defense. Gilpatric 
said that the principal objec- 
tives of establishing the DIA are 
to obtain greater unity of effort 
among all components of the 
Department of Defense and to 
strengthen the capacity of the 
department for collection, pro- 
duction and dissemination of de- 
fense intelligence information. 


THE PLAN for the joint in- 
telligence effort, Gilpatric said, 
was based primarily on a con- 
cept and plan developed by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff at the re- 
quest of Defense Secretary Rob- 
ert S. McNamara. 


The director of the new intel- 
ligence agency will be a three- 
star general or admiral. His 
term of office will be four years. 
Announcement of his appoint- 
ment is expected shortly. Thie 
agency is scheduled to start op- 
erating Oct. 1, but will not be 
fully organized and functioning 
until after 18 to 24 months. 


The decision to remove from 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
the responsibility for large mili- 
tory covert operations stems 
from the failure in Cuba. It is 
recognized that the staff of the 
CIA was not organized for under- 
taking the planning and conduct 
of such operations. 


It had to call on the Defense 
Department for help, but the 
Defense Department had no re- 
sponsibility. When Defense rec- 
ommendations and advice were 
asked for in the highest coun- 
cils, it was given, but not ac- 
cepted. But it is apparent that 
this was considered to be purely 
a CIA operation and outside the 
purview of the military services 
and that the services felt little 
responsibiliy for it. Consequent- 
ly, the ideas of the services con- 
cerning the operation were not 
pressed so insistently as they 
might have been. 


THE DIA will take over most 
of the functions of the _intelli- 
gence agencies of the three 
services. Tactical intelligence 
will remain a function of the 
services, and it is expected that 
most technical intelligence will 
also. However, the director of 
the DIA has authority to take 
over such service functions and 
facilities from the military de- 
partments.

RIBICOFF VOICES 
CONFIDENCE ON

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
Secretary of Welfare Abraham

Why Unify Germany? 

The dictates of logic might de- 
mand the reunification of Germany 
but historical tradition, practical 
politics and the survival of Western 
Europe do not. It might even be 
argued that the German people do 
not morally deserve such a reward 
for their war crimes. 

Historically the German states 
were never more than a loose fed- 
eration until the time of Hitler. Un- 
der the leadership of Bismarck, 
Prussia began the task of nationaliz- 
ing these dissident states, but this 
objective was not truly realized 
until Hitler’s domestic political suc- 
cesses during the years 1930-1933. 
Thus Germany had little more than 
a decade of effective central govern- 
ment before the partitioning by the 
Allies in 1945. Since German his- 
tory is a drama of anything but uni- 
fication, why must Germany now be 
unified? 

Second, one would be naive to as- 
sume that the Soviet Union would 
agree to free elections, the prerequi- 
site for a united and neutral Ger- 
many. But even if this were 
achieved, what guarantee would 
there be that Germany would re- 
main neutral, unarmed and pacific? 
Communist efforts to undermine a 
government would not stop because 
a country was neutral; therefore, 
we would have exchanged a perpet- 
ual crisis over Berlin for a per- 
petual crisis over all of Germany. 
Not much of a trade! 

Finally, it is evident that the very 
survival of Western Europe eco- 
nomically and politically requires 
that West Germany be militarily 
and commercially tied to the West. 
A neutral Germany would mean that 
Western Europe must remain an 
American appendage and couldn’t 
become a dynamic, independent cul- 
ture. The other alternative might 
well mean European subjugation to 
Communism or even to a “‘neutral’’ 
Germany, which is potentially the 
master of Europe once again. And 
bear in mind Khrushchev said that 
there are no neutrals among men.

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Revolution in Grain 


The new aluminum hopper cars for grain 
which the Southern Railway System is put- 
ting into service represent a striking techno- 
logical advance. At the very least they open 
up the possibility for the Southern operating 
roads, and other railways that follow suit, to 
recapture a major segment of the freight 
business they have been losing since the end 
of the Second World War, largely because of 
high rates. At the most, as people in the 
grain trade here see it, they may revolutionize 
national and regional patterns of grain distri- 
bution, flour milling, feed manufacture, and 
allied enterprises in agriculture and industry. 

If, furthermore, the Southern roads are 
permitted by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to charge less than joint barge-and- 
rail rates, as they propose, they may drive the 


barge lines out of the grain business, and 


cause the collapse of some of them. In the 
southeastern area, where the Southern Sys- 
tem is initiating the new service, the water- 
way that will be affected is the Tennessee 
River, which the Tennessee Valley Authority 
has made navigable through a large public 
investment. 

The two barge lines which operate the 
entire length of the Tennessee derive 59 per 
cent of their business and 76 per cent of their 
revenues from hauling grain.

The successful operation of the new hopper 
cars at below barge-rail rates in the Tennes- 
see Valley would inevitably spread to all other 
parts of the United States, as grain experts 
here view the prospects. What makes this 
eventuality so extraordinarily difficult to as- 
sess is the possibility that it might bring into 
being a more economical and more efficient 
pattern of grain distribution than ever be- 
fore—but at a cost of damage or ruin to many 
millions of dollars of investments in busi- 
nesses which depend on the present pattern. 

Grain could be loaded nearer the producer 
and unloaded nearer the consumer, bypassing 
the grain elevator terminals and eliminating 
their costs. In St. Louis, one of the half-dozen 
largest grain centers in the United States, 
there are 26 elevators handling a business of 
some $200,000,000 a year. 

The unusual possibilities in the Southern’s 
innovation flow not so much from the tech- 
nology of the new hopper car, which is im- 
pressive enough, as from the rate structure 
proposed for its operation. 

This structure is a streamlined affair de- 
scribed here as unique in the history of rate- 
making. It would apply only to points on the 
Southern System, though the company has an- 
nounced an offer to join other railroads in 
establishing the same level of rates. It would 
require a minimum shipment of five cars 
each holding 90 to 100 tons or more—twice 
the capacity of the boxcars now in use—with 
progressive reductions in rates for 10-car and 
20-car shipments moving in one train to a 
single destination. It would eliminate the 
privileges of milling-in-transit and storage-in- 
transit—that is, single rates from the loading 
point to the eventual destination, permitting 
holdovers for storage or milling at some point 
along the way. 

+ a 

The probable consequences are that enter- 
prises located on the Southern tracks would 
enjoy a marked advantage over those even a 
few miles away; that large mills, capable of 
handling huge amounts of grain in single 
shipments, would have a similar advantage 
over small ones; and that grain dealers and 
processors whose businesses are based on 
milling-in-transit and storage-in-transit privi- 


-leges might find themselves at a heavy 


disadvantage. 

That the new hopper cars can be operated 
by the railroads at less expense thar. the tra- 
ditional boxcar has not been questioned in 
either the grain or the barge trade. The 
Southern: says it can halve hauling and 
switching costs and reduce paperwork. There 
will also be savings of investment, time and 
cost in unloading. 

It is still to be demonstrated, however, that 
these improvements add up to a reduction 
below barge-rail rates. Unquestionably the 
railroads and the public must be allowed to 
reap the full advantage from the new tech- 
nology. This is true progress. To channel 
that progress constructively, so that it does 
not destroy useful competition, establish a 
monopoly of any one mode of transportation 
over the grain traffic, or impair the strength 
of the nation’s over-all transport system, will 
be one of the most challenging problems in 
regulation the ICC has ever faced. 


One Way to Aid Youth 


The Senate Labor Committee has taken a 
forward step in the fight against juvenile 
delinquency by voting for a bill which would 
set up a 150,000-man Youth Conservation 
Corps. The House Labor Committee recently 
passed a similar bill calling for a 12,000-man 
corps. A new version of the depression-era 
Civilian Conservation Corps, if sufficiently 
large, would do much to provide work and 
training and so aid in reducing juvenile de- 
linquency. It is to be hoped both chambers 
will act swiftly on their bills and decide in

New Hope in The Congo 


The Congo has a new premier, Cyrille Adou- 
la. The personal choice of President Kasavu- 
bu, he was confirmed by a surprisingly big 
parliamentary vote. His support included 
the delegation of left-wing Antoine Gizenga. 
Undoubtedly this reflects his ability to retain 
friends in most political camps despite the 
uncertainties which have marked the effort to 
establish a stable government in Leopoldville. 

Secessionist Moise Tshombe of Katanga, 
however, still is having no part of the Leo- 
poldville government, the parliament, or the 
new premier. And all have grown cool toward 
him. Apparently his terms for joining a gen- 
uine national regime are much too extreme. 
The new premier now promises to suppress 
Tshombe and the secessionists. 

From a political point of view, Tshombe 
seems to have painted himself into a corner. 
He has alienated the Kasavubu regime, the 
United Nations representatives, Western gov- 
ernments and the Soviet Union. His chief 
supporters seem to be Belgian interests in 
The Congo. This would be a weak position 
indeed, except that possession still is nine 
points of the law—and he holds the country’s 
mineral-rich, revenue-producing region. 

No doubt, Tshombe will have to yield to the 
reconstituted government if the rival ele- 
ments it now represents remain united. But 
who is ready to say that so much realism and 


stability has been achieved in The Congo? 
Certainly if moderation and the respect of 
Westerners can help him, Adoula has a chance 
to assert his authority. Yet where so-called 
regular troops, no matter what their provoca- 
tion, still slaughter men, women and children, 
it is more seemly to hope for his success than 
to predict it. 


Nothing But the Best 


In urging needed new judicial posts, Presi- 
dent Kennedy said he wanted judges “with re- 
spected professional skill, incorruptible char- 
acter, firm judicial temperament” who had 
“the intellectual capacity to protect and il- 
luminate the Constitution” and, in addition, 
were among “the best men available.” 

Since the President himself laid down these 
high standards, it is all the more astonishing 
to hear repeated reports that among the list 
of potential candidates for the Federal bench 
in Massachusetts is Francis X. Morrissey, a 
Boston politician whose chief qualification 
seems to be that he is an old friend of the 
Kennedys, particularly the President’s father. 

Mr. Morrissey first sought admission to the 
Massachusetts bar in 1932, was turned down, 
applied again in 1943, was rejected, and made 
it on a third try in 1944. Then he became, not 
a practicing attorney, but a state jobholder 
on the payroll of the Corrections Department. 
In 1958 the then-Senator Kennedy helped 
Morrissey become a Boston municipal judge. 

This does not sound like respected profes- 
sional skill, firm judicial temperament and in- 
tellectual capacity. It sounds more like the 
Kennedy Administration’s recent—and for- 
tunately rejected—attempt to persuade a Fed- 
eral judge to load the board of New Haven 
railroad bankruptcy trustees with a purely 
political appointment of a friendly Rhode 
Island politician. 

We hope the White House will think better 
of the Morrissey appointment and of any 
others like it. Otherwise, the President’s 
own standards for judicial selection will be- 
come a bitter joke.

Robert Frost has composed a quatrain to 
mark the occasion of his becoming official poet 
laureate of Vermont: 


Breathes there a bard who isn’t moved 
To know his verse is understood 

And happily more or less approved 
By his country and his neighborhood. 


It is warming from the human point of view 
to know that the distinguished New England 
poet cares so deeply about communication 
with his neighbors and his countrymen. And 
it is richly valuable from a cultural point of 
view that his poetry is in fact understood 
and approved, not less but more. However, 
it seems to us that to complete the picture it 
is necessary to add that 


Of bards there breathe a plenitude 
Whose meanings one could never guess; 
And judging from their contented mood, 
They couldn't care about it less. 


Clamping Down at City Hall 

Mayor Tucker’s continuing austerity pro- 
gram at City Hall is a responsible effort to 
prepare now to prevent what could be a seri- 
ous financial crisis at the start of the fiscal 
year next April. 

Expenditures so far this year have averaged 
about $5,500,000 a month, or some $700,000 
a month below budget levels, and that is en- 
couraging. The Mayor evidently intends to 
do what he can to keep the lid clamped down 
as tightly as possible. For not only must the 
city absorb the general pay rise enacted by the 
Aldermen in June; it must do what it can to 
give the Aldermen a cushion at the start of 
the next fiscal year. 

Owing largely to the employes’ pay bill, for 
which no new revenues were supplied by the 
Aldermen, as well as the additional costs of 
police personnel and salaries, the city will 
need at least $5,000,000 more in the next fis- 
cal year than was appropriated for this one. 
The present budget amounts to $74,000,000, 

Except for the field of merchants and man- 
ufacturers taxes, the city’s major revenue 
sources presently are being tapped for about 
as much as it is practically possible to obtain 
from them. We refer in particular to the lev- 
ies on property and on earnings. There is no 
precise experience as yet to suggest how 
much more cash can be raised from merchants 
and manufacturers under the recent Charter 
change expanding the coverage of that levy 
from some 90 types of businesses and occupa- 
tions to about 500. But the stated aim of 
the amendment was to spread the load more 
equitably rather than to extract a greater 
total tax revenue. 

A special committee of aldermen and busi- 
ness men presently is wrestling with the M. 
& M. tax. Whether they will have to use the 
levy to obtain more total income will depend 
in large measure on the success of the May- 
or’'s economy program.

The Senate and School Aid 

The Senate rejected, 57 to 13, a Republican 
move to continue school aid in so-called im- 
pacted areas—areas in which federal activi- 
ties strain local schools—by providing for it 
in an amendment to an appropriation bill. No 
less than 315 House members represent dis- 
tricts now getting such aid, and they do not 
want it stopped. But the Senate, adopting its 
version of the tactics used in the House to 
block President Kennedy’s public school aid 
bill, insists that it will not approve this legis- 
lation unless the House clears the Administra- 
tion measure, now bottled up in the Rules 
Committee with all other pending school leg- 
islation. Notice to this effect has been served 
on the House. 

There the minority leader, Representative 
Halleck, insists that the impacted areas bill 
would come up for action “if the Democratic 
leadership would just get behind it.” As a 
matter of fact, the public school aid bill might 
also be passed if the Democratic leadership 
worked a little harder. This, however, does 
not condone the role played by the Republi- 
cans in blockading school legislation. Five 
of the eight votes needed to keep the bills 
in the Rules Committee were Republican 
votes. 

It would be a big help if the Republicans 
abandoned their oppositionist tactics, and it 
would be a bigger help if more Democrats in- 
sisted on action on school aid which, after 
all, hardly can be regarded as a partisan 
issue. Schooling helps little Republicans and 
little Democrats alike.

Somebody has voted a lot of money 
for such aircraft as the McDonnell F- 
101 and Convair F-102 and we don’t re- 
call any previous statements from 
Senator Goldwater to the effect that 
this money was wasted. 

The nation’s defense spending should 
be based on a reasoned assessment of 
what is necessary to do the job, not

We don’t see why the ‘‘revelation”’ 
that the Soviet Union now has fighters 
armed with air-to-air missiles which 
are capable of shooting down our 
bombers becomes a strong argument 
for buying more obsolescing B-52s. It 
would seem to us to be a stronger ar- 
gument for buying missiles which those 
interceptors cannot shoot down. Or 
perhaps for funding that long-endur- 
ance aircraft equipped with stand-off 
air-to-surface missiles to which Secre- 
tary McNamara keeps referring. 

Or it might seem that the appear- 
ance of Russian bombers at Tushino 


would support a strong case for re- 
vival of the F-108, salvage of the sharp- 
ly-cut Bomarc B program, or pur 
chase of additional Nike-Hercules. Yet, 
with the exception of a brief lament 
for the F-108, there has been no loud 
outcry for any of this. 

Why not? Why has all the shouting 
been for additional B-52 procurement 
and a step-up in the B-70 program? 
Could it be because Congress already 
has provided $448,000,000 in new obli- 
gational authority for long-range bomb- 
ers which Defanse Secretary McNa- 
mara indicated he did not intend to 
use? Perhaps we are too cynical. 

But let it be made clear. Very little 
was shown at the airshow in Moscow 
which we did not know about or could 
not have anticipated. To use the fly- 
over as a lever for unwise spending 
is irresponsibility of the worst kind. 


We are engaged in a cold war with’ 


the Soviet Union—which implies aco- 
nomic as well as military competition. 
If we allow ourselves to be stampeded 
into spending funds unwisely, the Rus- 
sians score a decisive if not acknowl- 
edged victory. 

The proper mix of aircraft and mis- 
siles for our defensive and offensive 
strength is determined after careful 
assessment. It should be changed as 
required to meet shifting tactical and 
strategic needs. To da it in a deliber- 
ately created atmosphere af hysteria 
in reaction to the Russian display will 
ill serve the nation. 

Diversion of. our attention at this 
time from missiles and space vehicles 
to manned aircraft could be a deliber- 
ate tactic on the part of the wily Mr. 


Khrushchev. Let’s not jump blindly at 


the bait. 


Reviewing Ship Subsidies From The New York Times 


One sure conclusion arising from the 
otherwise thoroughly confused mari- 
time dispute is the need for a review 
of the nation’s ship subsidy policy. Un- 
official estimates of what is entailed in 
the projected 21 per cent increase in 
crew costs, for the subsidized segment 
of the merchant marine alone, range 
from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 over a 
four-year period. 

The current federal budget lists $182,- 
000,000 for the year’s operating differ- 
ential subsidy, The Federal Maritime 
Board says that on the average 84 per 
cent of this goes to seamen’s wages. 
This means that each of the 20,230 sea- 
going jobs in the 303 subsidized ships 
costs the country over $7300 a year. 

Suppose a subsidy review shows that 
it is still necessary in 1961 to continue 
a federal aid system devised in 1936. 


Congress must still ask itself whether 
the money is equitably distributed. 

A subsidized ship must be manned by 
American seamen, whose wage stand- 
ards in turn render the subsidy essen- 
tial. An average United States freight- 
er has a daily wage bill of $1234, some 
four times that of his foreign competi- 
tor. 

The Government at the same time 
recognizes that the high cost involved 
keeps the fleet smaller than is required 
for the military reserve; hence federal 
approval of foreign-manned fleets 
owned in this country and operated 
under low-cost foreign flags such as 
those of Panama, Liberia and Hon- 
duras, These fleets are considered part 
of the national military reserve. 
they await the day of emergency they

Between Book Ends For Joyful Noises 


THE FAMILY MUSIC BOOK. (Grosset 
& Dunlap, New York, C. Schrimer,

SONGS OF THE GILDED AGE, +ee- 
lected and edited by Margaret Brad- 
ford Boni. (Golden Press, New York, 
156 pgs., $6.50.) 


Monumental could be the word for 
the one-and-three-quarters’ inch thick, 
foot-high Family Music Book, a musi- 
cal grab-bag containing something for 
practically everybody, Among its more 
than 300 standard numbers, are piano 
favorites, selections from operas, 
marches, waltzes, ballads, hymns, spir- 
ijtuals, and children’s, Christmas, na- 
tional and patriotic songs. For good 
measure, there’s a section of music 
arranged for chord organs and one for 
spinet organs. This is, indeed, a ‘‘com- 
plete music library” for any man’s 
family. Flexible binding, too, with 


the result that the book opens easily 
and keeps its place above the keyboard. 

“Songs of the Gilded Age’’ as its title 
indicates confines itself to the Eighties, 
Nineties and the first decade of this 
century, a time when all America gath- 
ered around the piano, player piano or 
pedal organ on Sunday evenings. Mrs. 
Boni, editor of the Fireside books of 
Folk Songs, Love Songs and Favorite 
American Songs, has put together an- 
other work of distinction musically and 
otherwise. Arrangements by Norman 
Lloyd of the Juilliard School of Music 
will satisfy the ear of the most ad- 
dicted devotee of close harmony; the 
illustrations in several colors by Lu- 
cille Corcos, an artist of standing, are 
superb.

The new program, which was 
supported by NAREB, was au- 
thorized in the housing bill re- 
cently passed by Congress. Ad- 
ministrative regulations are be- 
ing issued, 

Dow predicts that the home 
improvement loan program ‘“‘will 
be a big factor in preventing the 
décline of neighborhoods and 
halting the spread of blight.’”’ He 


asserts that “‘the new progran 
will provide the long-needed 


credit device to stimulate own- 
ers to improve their properties 
while at the same time upgrad- 
ing their neighborhoods.”’ 

The NAREB spokesman points 
out also that the availability of 
the improvement loans ‘‘will 
provide a shot-in-the-arm to the 
sales market by offering sellers 
and buyers a convenient method 
of reconditioning and moderniz- 
ing homes for sale or purchase.” 

Proceeds of the new loans 
may be used to finance improve- 
ments whi¢h enhance the basic 
livability of a house, such as 
new bathrooms and bedrooms, 
or which change the number of 
family dwelling units in a struc- 
ture. The minimum insurable 
loan is $2500 generally and $1000 
in urban renewal areas. The 
maximum is $10,000 but when 
added to the existing mortgage 
the new loan cannot increase the 
indebtedness to a level greater 
than the general FHA limit of 
$25,000. 

For example, in a home val- 
ued at $10,000 the combination 
of the unpaid balance of the 
mortgage and the home im- 
provement loan could not ex- 
ceed $9700. Assuming an exist- 
ing mortgage indebtedness of 
$5000, the home improvement 
loan could amount to $4700. Over 
a 20-year period this additional 
loan would be repayable at 
$33.70 a month. 

Under its special assistance 
program, the Federai National 
Mortgage Association is author- 
ized to buy the home improve- 
ment loans thus assuring lend- 
ers of a secondary market.

Circuit Breakers Now Used 
Instead of Fuses in New Homes 


Do fuses confuse you? When 
you plug in your toaster and 
the house lights suddenly go 
out, do you call an electrician 
or a helpful neighbor to get 
things working again? Is your 
fuse box a lethal-looking device 
you won’t go near? 

If so, you’re like most per- 
sons. A recent survey disclosed 
that most persons don’t even 
know what a fuse does, much 
less know how to replace one. 

Soon, you may not need to 
know. If your home was built 
or rewired during the last five 
years, chances are the “‘fuse- 
box’”’ has a different look—in 
fact, it probably doesn’t contain 
fuses. Instead of a row of 
glassy-eyed circular fuses, or 
firecracker types, there are 
merely switches. When a ‘‘fuse”’ 
blows, no replacement is need- 
ed; you just flip a switch. 

These newer devices are 
called circuit breakers, and 
they’re not only easier to use, 
but safer, too.

Vincent Price and Friend, Mutt Named Jo 


St. Louis-Born Actor Writes Book About His Dog, Tells How Ham Acting Won Court Case 


VINCENT PRICE, his wife MARY and dog JOE.

ST. LOUIS-BORN Vincent 
Price has just thrown down the 
gauntlet in defense of mutts. In 
his new book, “The Story of 
Joe,” just published by Double- 
day, actor Price shows that 
his best friend for 14 years has 
been Joe, an auburn-haired “‘Ti- 
@juana terrier.” 

The majority of St. Louis’s 
85,000 dog owners, who possess 
mutts, are undoubtedly in hearty 
agreement with Price’s prefer- 
ence for mixed breeds. He 
wrote: ‘‘Mutts can only be called 
dogs ... they still look and act 
like dogs. Essentially they act 
like dogs who know they are 
dogs and are happy in their role 
in life, not like dogs that think 
they are people and give me a 
terrible sense of inferiority.” 

In his enthusiasm, Price even 
makes the eagle scream: ‘As 
a person, I prefer being a mutt 
too . . . being English, Welsh, 
French and heaven knows what 
else beside . . . as a matter of 
fact, it’s what I like about being 
an American.” 

Price’s acquantances make fun 
of Joe, who has an untidy color. 
They mock his “hairy, pointed 
ears,” “his legs that bow before 
and waddle behind’ and “the 
sweep of his tail (so luxurious 
that even I have to admit it’s 
slightly ridiculous . . . like a 
waif wearing mink).”’ 

Price pays no mind. The mu- 
tual esteem between him and his 
dog has existed since 1947. The 
dog entered Price’s life at a 
time of crisis for the actor. 

“Christmas loomed a couple of 
days ahead, like the funeral of 
hope. By mutual agreement my 
wife and I had parted. She took 
our 5-year-old son and went to 
stay with friends, and Christmas 
walked out with my boy, leav- 
ing me unseasonably and un- 
reasonably desolate.” To. com- 
pound Price’s misery, on Christ- 
mas eve a careless driver man- 
aged to break the leg of one of 
his dogs and kill the other one 
outright. 


On Dec. 26, Price met Joe at 
a Los Angeles pet shop ‘devoted 
to the unpedigreed of all spe- 
cies’’ which sold ‘‘pups whose 
family trees made Burbank’s ex- 
periments with grafting look like 
unadulterated corn.’’ Joe, 
marked down from $5 to $3.50, 
possessed the essential qualities 
sought by Price: ‘The essential 
dignity of a mutt, with just 
enough charm and not too much 
temperament.” 

Once home, Joe and Price 
settled down to a comfortable 
bachelorhood. Joe roamed the 
neighborhood, but possessed 
“that remarkable gastronomical 
timepiece that all good free- 
wheeling housedogs boast and 
that brings them home at food 
time no matter how far afield 
they may have gone during the 
day.”” 

He was the canine Lothario of 
Beverly Hills, Calif. “There is 
hardly an area. . . where Joe- 
type dogs may not be found, 
meandering independently up and 
down streets and canyons. 

“Joe in love is hi-fi and stereo- 
phonic .. .” His amours cause 
concern to his owner. ‘‘Love is 
not a fleeting matter for Joe 

. . he has the disturbing habit 
of going A.W.0.L. for three to 
five days when the love bug 
bites, and though by now I 
know the cause of absence, a 
panic comes upon me about the 
third day . .. Each time, he 
eventually returns, pounds light- 
er, sheepishly prodigal and once 
more I realize that the beast in 
man is not nearly so well sched- 
uled or disciplined as the beast 
in beast.”’ 

However, Joe, like all wr"- 
trained American fathers, be- 
lieves in togetherness. He is as 
much interested in the pups as 
their mother. When Price and 
his. new wife Mary asked to din- 
ner their neighbors, actor Barry 
Sullivan and his wife, Mrs. Sul- 
livan gasped at the sight of Joe. 
“What are you doing here, 
Brownie!’ she exclaimed. On 
investigation, the Prices discov- 
ered the Sullivans considered Joe 
their dog. Every morning he 
arrived to spend the day with

1. Six notrump. This is simply 
@ matter of arithmetic. North’s 
rebid of three notrump shows at 
least 20 points and a hand suit- 
able for notrump play. Since 
we have 13 points, it is obvious 
we have the 33 points which 
make a slam contract manda- 
tory. 

2. Pass. The first thing to de- 
cide is whether or not there is 
a reasonable possibility of mak- 
If a slam can be 
made, it would almost surely 
have to be in one of our two 
suits, since it is obvious that 
we are some distance away from 
the 33 high-card points usually 
necessary for a slam in no 
trump. Suit slams, however, can 
frequently be made with 3 or 4 
points less than the number re- 
quired for notrump slams. 


In this case, though, the two 
suits that are candidates for 
trump are both relatively weak. 
There is a decided danger that 
partner has considerable 
strength in clubs, much of which 
would be 
diamonds became trump. It is 
elready known that partner's 


wasted if hearts or, 


heart strength is limited, since 
he failed to raise hearts. It is 
not worth while gambling that 
North has the ideal diamond ar * 
heart holdings that would make 
a slam in either of these suits 
feasible. 

There should be no doubt that 
partner will make three no- 
trump. With at least 28 high- 
card points as a nucleus, he 
should bring home nine tricks 
without much effort. 

3. Four clubs. It is clear that 
a slam must be undertaken 
even though not more than 31 
high<ard points are in sight. 
The only problem is whether 
hearts or clubs will serve best 


them, their female dog and the 
16 pups he eventually sired. 

Mrs. Price discovered that an 
inherited dog was like an in- 
herited stepchild. But in her 
struggles against a Joe-domi- 
nated home, she found an adver- 
sary worthy of her steel. ‘They 
are evenly matched, histrion- 
ically, temperamentally, endur- 
ance-wise,’’ wrote her husband, 
enjoying the spectacle. 

Eventually, however, Mary 
armed herself with two French 
poodles and settled down to life 
with Joe. She realized that her 
husband’s dog was irrevocably 
entrenched. Moreover, Joe was a 
link in an almost unbroken tra- 
dition. 


“I'd almost never been with-— 


out a dog... since I was a 
little boy,”’ wrote Price. “My 
love for Joe represents the com- 
pilation of my love for others 
. life could be the sum total 

of the decades of our dogs.” 

The beginning of Price’s act- 
ing career can be traced to Hap- 
py, a Boston bull terrier the boy 
owned here from the time he 
was 6 until he was 16 years old. 
“Happy was a natural ham and 
in retrospect, so was I. Together 
we staged many a theatrical ex- 
travaganza .. . she patiently 
allowing me to dress her up in 
what was then my idea of his- 
tory’s characters, from Cleopatra 
to Mary, Queen of Scots.” 

After Happy, dog after dog 
passed through Price’s life. But 
in 1951, in a nationally famous 
court fight, Joe proved himself 
incontrovertibly the greatest ham 
of them all. In Beverly Hills, 60- 
year-old Charles Benjamin was 
a bicycle-riding odd jobs man 
who was also a Pied Piper for 
all the dogs in the neighborhood. 
One afternoon, Joe inadvertently 
ran in front of Benjamin’s bi- 
cycle with disastrous conse 
quences, Joe was ‘“‘barking like 
a lion” when he collided with 
the bicycle, Benjamin later tes- 
tified in court. He continued that 
he had broken his collar bone, 
spent three months in a cast and 
missed a bicycle race to San 
Diego, Calif. He asked for $13,193 
damages.

as trumps. If partner has, say, 
WK-x and #&A-K-J-x-x, or 9J-x 
and deA-K-x-x-x-x, clubs would 
be a better trump suit. 

If North bids five clubs over 
four clubs, we raise to six clubs; 
if he bids four hearts over four 
clubs, we go to six hearts. 


4. Six clubs. Again, the dis- 
tributional factors indicate that 
a slam must be bid even though 
it is possible to wind up a point 
shy of 33. As a matter of fact, 
there is a good chance that 
seven clubs could be made if 
partner had a perfectly fitting 
hand. The leap to six does not 
bar North from going to seven 
if his hand warrants further ac- 
tion.

Price’s mailbox was soon stuffed 
with Joe’s fan mail. 

Ten years later, Joe’s red coat 
is liberally streaked with gray, 
but he still reigns supreme in 
the Price menage, or menagerie, 
which includes 12 pigeons, 17 
land turtles, 14 goldfish, three 
dogs and two human beings. He 
is now in portly old age, 
upholstered coffee table 
Duncan Phyfe legs.” 

Joe’s owner concludes his bi- 
ography with finality. ‘There | 
never will be another Joe.”’

Acres of Room at Top, on City’s Empty Roofs 


High-Up Survey Yields Only One Swimming Pool, Some Grass and Acrophobia

THE BEST SUMMER VIEW of 
a city is from a high rooftop. An 
airplane will do for a quick look 
and a helicopter is satisfactory 
for short studies but for a long 


look and an easy place in the 
sun there is no high-up summer 
pleasure to compete with a roof- 
top view. A lot could be done 
with it in St. Louis. The rooftop 
market is wide open, acres and 
acres of roofs in the downtown 
area, east of Twelfth street, and 
hardly any homesteaders on 
them. 


There are two downtown roof- 
tops accommodating people in 
the sun and both are run by 
clubs. A man on the street 
struck with a yearning to sit on 
a roof and ask the waiter for 
lemonade, or simply wanting to 
get his feet high off the pave- 
ment and propped up in a breeze 
20 stories above, has no place 
to go. 

The Mayfair Swimming Club is 
on top the Maytair Hotel and the 
Missouri Athletic Club has a sun 
deck on its roof. That is the 
extent of the roof business down- 
town, except for six sunbathers’ 
cots sponsored by the St. Louis 
Health Club on top Loew's State 
theater, and a single cot spon- 
sored by an anonymous sun- 
bather on the building next to 
Loew's. The cots serve their 
purpose, they catch the sun, but 
they do not go very high to do 
it. A roof doesn’t get breezy and 
generous with its view until it is 
at least 12 stories up. 


The Missouri Athletic Club sun 
deck is for men only. Business 
men come on it dressed in a 
towel and on hot days they shed 
the towels, relying on a high and 
solid wall for privacy. There is 
some talk on the sundeck about 
the Bel-Air apartments proposed 
for near-by. The talk speculates 
on the apartments rising 13 
stories and topping the sun deck, 
forcing the members to go for- 
mal and wear towels at all times. 

The M.A.C. members play 
shuffleboard and order lunch 
from a roof-top kitchen and lie 
on cots. There are showers on 
the roof, to remove the brine

The Sacs and Foxes of Wigcon- 
sin were Algonquins, and used 
the same basic speech as the
